© lution every nine months Venezuela is a very backward country. In | 

no respect Is it developed anywhere near up to Its possibilities. The 
principal agricultural industries are the raising of coffee, sugar and cocoa, 
The area of the coffee plantations is estimated at 170,000 hectares and the 
Product $50,000 bags of 100 Venezuelin pounds. The yield of Venezuelan | 
coffee trees !s very small. Havre lias always been the great market for the | 
coffee of Venezuela. but that port has been closed to It for several months 
by a prohibitive tariff, The coffee is now sent to New York and Hamburg. 
This dislocation of the trade and the general crisis prevailing in Venezuela 
have led to a considerable decrease In price. The country consumes about 
200,000 bags of its own coffee. 

Two grades of cacao are found In Veneznela, the native criollo which 
grows wild in the valleys near the sea and the trinttarfo, Imported from 
Trintdad. The latter ts Inferor In qualty to the former, but grows more 
rapidly. The most {important criollo plantations are found between La | 
Guatra and Puerto Cabello. The cacao crop of Venezuela averages about 
8,000 tons a year. 

Tobacco {ts cultivated In the warm and temperate regions, being planted 
from August ‘© November and gathered about the month of May. A Ger- | 
man tirm has successfully Introduced the famous Cuban tobacco, Vuelta- 
Abajo.

POST BOXES 


Every Car in Washington Is to Bea 
Moving Letter Box, 

A plan for converting every street 
car {pn Washington into a moving let- 
ter box has been submitted to the 
first assistant postmaster general from 
the office of the superintendent of free 
delivery. The project was udvanced to 
the department by George B. McAllia- 
ter of Baltimore, who Is the tnventor, 
and was referred by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne to a speclal commission of 
his subordinates about October Ist. 
That commission has now completed 
its report and transmitted it to Mr, 
Wynne, who, as Grst assistant post- 
master general, supervises all the fea- 
tures of mall delivery and collection. 

By a vote of the commission It is 
proposed that the plan shall first be 
tried In Washington, where the ofti- 
clals of the department can observe 
it In practical operation, reports the 
Washington Star. It ls thought this 
course may be followed within the 
ensulng six months, 

Mr. MecAllister’s device, as manifest- 
ed in models submitted to the depart- 
ment, consists of waterproof drop let- 
ter contrivances which are to be so 
built In the sides of the street care 
that letters may be readily dropped 
Into them while the car are passing 
crossings. The mouths of the recep- 
tacles will be perfectly open to adimit 
of the free dropping of a letter Into 
them and adequate provision will be 
for preventing rain or snow 
from finding Its way Into the letter 
compartments, The plan Includes the 
transferring of the mall from car lines
